COMMENT BY “ZERLIN ‘PRESS. 

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—The Berlin newspa- 

pers today point out that the blockade 
eee which the German government 
has announced it intends to put into ef- 
fect not only will serve as Germany's 
own defense but also will ** Hberate the 
neutral powers from the tyranny of 
Great Britain, which is threatening in- 
ternational law with sovereign con- 
tempt.” 

“The German declaration does not en- 
croach on the international liberty of the 
high seas, says the Tages Zeitung,‘ but 
is confined to enemy coast waters, while 
Great Britain some time ago declared the 
whole of the North sea in the war zone, 
thereby recklessly injuring neutral ship- 
ping. The declaration of the British 
coast waters as a war zone is not a block- 
‘ade. Therefore it is warfare not bound 
by the rulea of international law on block- 
| ades. -Germany has systematically pre- 
pared and organized means for a subma- 
rine trade war and has completed the en- 
circling of Great Britain.” 


Says ‘Neutrals Are Injured. 
ROME, Feb. 6.—Commenting on German 
measures against neutral shéps, the Trib-

Appeal to Vital Interests. 
For her @olations of international la w 


Great Britain Pleads the vital interests 
which the British empire hag at stake and 


the neutral powers seem to satisfy them- 
selves with theoretical protests. There- 
fore, in fact they aocept the vital interests 
of belligerents as a sufficient excuse tor 
every method of warfare. 

Germany must now Appeal to these 
same vital interests. To its regret it sees 
itself forced to military measures aimed at 
England in retaliation against the Eng- 
lish procedure. Just as England has 
designated the area between Scotland and 

Norway as an area of war, so Germany 
now Geclares all the waters surrounding 
Great Britain and Ireland, including the 
entre English channel, as an area of wer. 

We will thus proceed against the shipping 
of the enemy tor this purpose beginning 
Feb. 18, 1915. 

Will Destroy All Possible. 

_ “Germany will endeavor to destroy 
every enemy's merchant ship that is 
found in this area of war without its al- 
ways being possible to avert the peri! 
that thus threatens persons and cargoes. 


Neutrals are therefore warned against 


further intrusting crews, passengers, and 
wates to such ships. Their attention is 
called to the fact that it is advisable for 
their ships to avoid entering this area, 
for even if the German naval forces have 
instructions to avoid. violence to neutral 

. Shipping in so far as they are recogniza- 
bie, in view of the misuse of neutral flags 
ordered by the British government and 

the contipgencies of naval warfare their 
becoming victims of torpedoes directed 
against the enemy's ships cannot always 
be averted. 

At the same time it is specifically 
noted that shipping north of the Shetland 
isiands in the eastern area of the North 
sets and in a strip at least thirty sea miles 
in width along the Netherlands coast is 
not imperiled.

~ Tomer M. Bel Negro Lawyer, 


Succeeds as Attorney in 
High Courts 


ST. LOUIS, Mo—Three judges of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
listened with profound interest to the 
plea of a negro attorney, a one-time 
slave, who appeared before them in the 
federal building here. 

Probably few in the court room realized 
unt# he started his argument that a gray 
haired negro sitting near the front was a 
noted lawyer who has appeared before 
every United States judge in the Central 
district in many famous trials. 

The attorney, Turner W. Bell, repre- 
sented three men who are confined in the 
federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kas., serving sentences on convictions of 
conspiracy in the famous structural iron 
workers’ dynamiting cases two years ago. 

Crowd Realize Experience, — 

Bell fingered his brief as he sat listen- 
ing to the argument of Assistant United 
States District Attorney L. S. Harvey of 
the Bastern district of Kansas, repre- 
senting the government. 

He had spoken but a few words, how- 
ever, when the crowd knew that such in- 


' gidents evidently were in the everyday 


life of the negro lawyer 
The men represented by Bell are white 
ahd were given sentence of six years at 
Indianapolis in December, 1912. 
They were convicted of being implicated 
in more than one hundred dynamiting 
cases, including the destruction of the 
Times building, in Los Angeles, in half of 
the states of the United States. They 
“were at one time officers of the organiza- 
tion of which J. J. McNamara was a mem- 
ber and who is now n. a life sentence 
in California. 
Bell represented the men in the. United 
States District court in Kansas last July 
and was defeated. He appealed. 


Lawyer’s Chief Contention. 
- ‘Bell's chief contention is that the men 
could legally have been convicted on but 
one charge under the revised statutes of 
the United States and that the maximum 
penalty should have been but two years 
ip the penitentiary or a fine of $10,000.

Among famous appeals in which Bell 
has been successful was the case of 
Charles A. Stevens, a wealthy negro boy 
of Kansas City, who stole a mail sack 
containing $55,800. Stevens’ sentence

Known as Toughest Town. 
Forty years ago Deadwood was known 
as the toughest town om earth. At that 
time it deserved the name and gioried in 
the reputation. There was a murder 
every morning and another one or two 
every night. The graveyaré up the hill! at 
White Rocks grew very repidly and for 
the first two or three years of the town 
there were few deaths from natural 
oa uses. 8 a 
Most of the toughness of the early days 
of gold has gone. Saloons never closed 
in the old days. The front doors close 
now at the proper time, but no man need 
go thirsty In Deadwood. And if he has 
an inclination to roll the little ivory ball, 
bet on the card as it comes from the faro 
box, play draw or stud, or try his chances 
at about any other game he can find a 
| place in Deadwood where he can be ac- 
commodated. : 


Man with Pistol Supreme. 
In the old days there were no office 
hokders in Deadwood. The man with the 
pistol was the supreme agent. The first 
event in which office holding figures was 
the selection of a sheriff and there were 
very few applicants for that position. 
To be sheriff was to antagonize one of 
the greatest gangs of gun fighters this 
continent ever saw. Seth Bullock got 
the job. He is still alive—in fact, he 
served a term as United States marshal 
for South Dakota several years ago The 
same cannot be said of some of the two- 
gun” men who lived in Deadwood. A 
number of these old time fighters are 
buried up on the hill. 
There was another who essayed the job 
of clearing up Deadwood. That was the 
famous “‘ Wild Bill Hickok: After the 
mob had finished with Wild Bill's" 
murderer he was buried alongside the 
many others whose boots were not re- 
moved after death. But that kind af work 
has all passed. 


BELGIANS GIVE GERMANS 
“THE “SILENT TREATMENT.” 


BRUSSELS.—“ Silent treatment of 
the German landsturm in Brussels by the 
Belgian people is one of the most strik- 
ing features of the aituation. It is 
spreading even to the children, who turn 
their heads away or cross the street 
whenever they see a German soldier ap- | 
proaching. 
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WASHINGTON.—The following au- 
thoritative statement of the naval policy 
of the administration has been made in 
answer to the charge of Representative 
Hobson of Alabama that “ Our battle- 
ship fleet will never go to the Pacific 
ocean under the present administration.” 
„ Afver the fleet passes through the 
canal and into the Pacific for the Pana- 
ma-Pacific celebration it will thence- 
forth remain in the Pacific for a good 
portion of each year. 
“It has not been decided whether it 
would be advisable to divide the fleet and 
permanently maintain a strong force in 
the Pacific. 

Naval officers are inclined to favor 
keeping the fleet as a single unit, as it 
now is. But, in any event, it is the inten- 
tion to make use of the canal to have the 
fleet frequently visit the Pacific.” 

Mr. Hobson suggested that the fleet 
was being kept out of the Pacific toavert 
the anger of Japan. When he made this 
statement on the floor of the house Secre- 
tary Bryan informed him that this was 
not true, 3 | 

The statement eie 

“If the fleet had gone to the Pacific 
in March, as was at first intended, it 
would have remained there at least until 
August. However, Col. Goethals has in- 
formed the president that he cannot guar- 
antee a satisfactory passage through 
the canel for the battleships in March. 

“The Japanese question had nothing 
whatever to do with the decision. It'is 
possible that a greater naval strength 
would have been permanently maintained 
in the Pacific, although as to any actuai 
division of the fleet, naval experts are 
inclined to fear that this would interfere 
with practices and injure the efficiency of 
the fleet. 

“The fleet should have 30 feet. The 
canal is now reported to afford passage 
to vessels drawing 27 feet, but the real. 
difficulty which Col. Goethals has eug- 
gested is not that the depth today is in- 
sufficient, but that any time a recurrence 
of the slides may block the channels.“

By this process four page picture supple- 
ments can be run off at a speed approxi- 


[mately ten times greater than that at- 


tained by any commercial photogravure 
rotary press in this country. 

Heretofore photogravure work has 
been done flat on specially prepared pa- 
per, too expensive to meet newspaper de- 
mands and speed. Under the Mertens 
method the supplements may be printed 
in connection with the regular tricolor 
press and at the same speed at which the 
three color supplements are printed. 

How It Is Done. | 

First, a negative e

from the negative.'A carbon print is taken 
of this and then transferred to a large 


copper cylinder forced on a mandrel by 


400 pounds of hydraulic pressure. The 
picture is then etched on the copper eyun- 
der about one-hundredth of an inch deep 
with acids of varying strengths to bring 


out the finest gradations of Sent. shadow, 
and detail.

This intaglio, or etched-in method, is 
far superior to the old half tone or reHef 
work in that under the latter system the 
same amount of ink is distributed over the 
whole surface. By the Mertens method 
the paper absorbs the ink to varying 
depths and produces a softness and mel- 
lowness without sacrificing distinctness 


of lines or detail. 


Ink Evenly Distributed. 

When the photograph has been trans- 
ferred to the cylinder the mandrel is 
placed in the press to revolve over a foun- 
tain of ink. The ink is forced over the 
etching by a rubber roller and scraped off 
clean with a long steel knife passing over 
the surface of the cylinder as K revolves. 
The paper is forced into the etching at 
a pressure of 1,200 pounds supplied by a 
motor operating a large spring. The 
paper absorbs the ink to the various 
depths of the etching and then passes over 
a large heated drum which dries the ink 
instamily. The finished supplements are 
then cut and folded at lightning speed in 
the same manner as the other sections of 
the paper. 

There is another two page press for the 
purpose of making additional inserts 
under the same process. 


In Several Tinta. 
The rotogravures may be made in blue, 
brown, green, black, and sepia tints The 
sepia has been found to give the soft- 
est and most tinished effect. 

By this new process, the printing of 
type and pictures at the same time at 
high speed will be accomplished for the 
first time by a newspaper. The type 
is placed on the cylinder at the same 
time as the picture. 

When a supplement has been printed, 
the cylinder may be scraped clean by a 
specially improvised grinding machine 
and another series of pictures etched on 
its surface. This grinding machine has

It was the natural result of the 
populer indifference to the army that 
had existed throughout the country for 
years. It had been impossible to obtain 


enabled the army to attuin even a par- 
tial stage of preparedness for war. The 
attention of the national legislature was 
fixed on other things. 


Economy. Army Policy. 
Matters of more direct political conse- 
auence ocoupied the time of congress, and 

so far as the army was concerned the 
fixed policy was economy—cheese paring 
parsimony, based upon the dangerous 
theory that we were not going to get into 
war, anyway, but if we did, it would be 
the proper time to cross that bridge when 
we reached it. 

Consequently, the army had been star: 
nating for a long time. Professional 
ergy ambition had been checked, and 
repressed, and discouraged... Initiative 
was choked and the incentive to work 
was destroyed. The supply bureaus 
were manned for the most part by elderly 
incompetents, all snugly comfortable in 
the rut of regular routine and caring for 
nothing but to escape the censure of their 
bureaucratic superiors. And yet these 
supply bureaus are the most important 
feature of a successful army organiza- 
tion. It makes no difference how brilliant 
may be the staff work, how masterly the 
strategy; how high the spirit and how 
fine the discipline of the men, failure of 
the service corps will, offset it all and 
endanger the success of the campaign. 
Men can and will fight well for a b 
time without food and without clothing. 
But they cannot sustain a prolonged cam- 
paign under those conditions, and they 
cannot fight at all without arms and * 
munition. 


Our Navy Better Off. ' 

The navy was better off than the army. 
In the first place, it was much more near- 
ly a match in number of ships and in their 
armament for the Spanish. enemy it had 
to meet. To de sure the naval critics of 
Europe succeeded in making out, on pa- 
per, that the Spanish navy was consider- 
ably superior to ours, and in arousing | 
great aten in this country in con- 
sequence. 

But our navy was increasing rather 
than decreasing or standing still) as was 
the army. There was not the discour- 
agement ‘and stagnation in the service 
afloat that there was in the service 
ashore. Supplies were not adequate, but 
they were oh hand ip better wppanthty | 
than with the army, although there was 


dangerous shortage in certain linies, es- 


pecially in ammunition, and we were 
still clinging. to the outgrown and suicidal 
black powder, when all the world knew 
that Spain was equipped with smokeless. 


Both O. K. in Discipline. — 

In digcipline and morale there was noth- 
ing to choose between the navy and army. 
Both were at tne very top in both these 
essentials of good service. But both were 
woefully lacking in certain lines of train- 
ing that have a most important bearing 
upon success in war. The army, scat- 
tered all over the country in smal! garri- 
sons, had had no exercise since the close 
of the civil war in the movement or ma- 
neuvering of large bodies of troops. Most 
of the posts were of one or two companies.

On 
that day a conference was. held at the 
White House, attended by the president, 
the secretaries of war and the navy, and 
the chairmen of the. senate “house 
committees on appropriations, na val and 
military affairs. At the conclusion of this 
conference Mr. Cannon, chairman of the 
house committee on appropriations, went 
back to the house and introduced a reso- 
lution appropriating $50,000,000 for the 


| national defense,” to be “ expended at 


the discretion of the president.” The 
resolution passed the house that after- 
noon by unanimous vote, and the next 
day it passed the senate unanimously. 


Try the Old Folly Anew. 

This was thoroughly characteristic of 
congress. It was the kind of procedure 
taken by congress at every such crisis in 
our history. And every such crisis had 
demonstrated tne folly ot ‘that kind of 
procedure. 

But congress bs not familiar with our 

military history, however well its mem- 
bers may be informed in political history. 
Upon the pretext of economy congress 
has always scrimped along with the 
army and navy, and waited to make 
preparation for trouble until the trouble 
was right at the door. Then economy is 
thrown to the winds and congress pats 
itself on the back for being liberal in 
appropriations. On this occasion the 
country rang with plaudits of the liberal 
congress and with general self-praise be- 
cause we were able to appropriate 880. 
000,000 in one day out of money then in 
the treasury and without special . 
sion for raising the funds. 


Haste Brought Waste. 

And in 1898, just as on previous occa- 
sions, the result of sudden’ prodigality 
after years of cheese paring was ex- 
travagance and waste. That was abso- 
lutely unavoidable, because congress nad 
waited so long that haste was absolutely 
essential. There was no time to make 
careful selection, and to be certain that 
the best material of whatever kind needed 
was secured and at the most advan- 
tageous prices. The thing to do was to get 
something that would serve the purpose 
in some way, cost what it might. 

It was a happy time for anybody who 
had anything to sell that might be of use 
to the government in warfare. Both army 
and navy started in to buy, and neither 
was anything like as particular as te 
price or quality as in ordinary times 
The main thing desired was quick deliv- 
ery. The thitgs they bought ranged from 
steamships, steam éngines, and steam 
boilers, to bid igen pins 225 an 
jam. 

The nave e le and ithad. sev- 
eral million dollars unexpectedly allotted 
to it from the $50,000,000 defense fund for 
that purpose. A special board was ap- 
pointed that went to New York City on 
the hunt. Other officers were sent abroad. 
There were war vessels bullding a Eng- 
land and Germany for different countries 
that it was possible to purchase, and in 
short ordet we had bought three cruisers 
and a torpedo boat, the latter of which, 
by the way, wes unable to make the trip 
across the Atlantic: and 80 1 not of 
service in the .

But instead 
of making provision when there was time 
to build just. what was needed and at 
costs. that. have been really eco- 
nomical* congress did the usual thing and 
waited until unsatisfactory vessels had 
to be purchased and refitted. at whatever 
it might cost to get them. Both army and

It 4s not alae to ual that there was 
graft or improper conduct on the part of 
either army or pre vy. in all this, But it’ 
is meant that the procedure forced by the 
inaction of congress was such as to com- 
pel wasteful and extravagant expenditure 
in the end, and then to get inefficient and 
unsatisfactory: results from such expendi- 
ture. 

In this streaibbedee the necessary means 
of carrying on war the navy was consid- 
erably better off than the army. The 
character of the naval service is such 
that it is naturally more easily supplied 
‘than the army. The demands upon its 
supply department in war differ from 
those of peace only in degree, and it is 
not so likely to be subjected to breaking 
strain under sudden emergency as were 
the supply bureaus or the Orang, unter 
their organization of 1898. 

Even before the special 3 fona 
was available the navy began shipping 
supplies to Key West, where a base was 
established at which stores for 8,000 men 
for three months were kept constantly on 
hand. At the Mare Island station, near 


San Francisco, stores for 4,000 men for 


three months were kept, and a similar 
supply was maintained at Norfplk, while 


at New York the supply was for 9,000. 


men. From these stores it was always 
possible to make emergency. shipments 
with plenty of time thereafter to replenish 


and keep the supply at the required level. 


Vessel Shortage Costly. 

If the nav had deen prepared in vee 
sels as it was in supplies, there would 
have been real economy. As It was mote 
than $15,000,000 was spent in the put- 
chase of all sorts and conditions of craft, 
most of which were worth little except 
for junk after the war was over. Some of 
them, it is true, are still in service, and

But most of that was war expendi- 


ture” pure and simple. And for the same 
sum appropriated in relatively small 
amounts over a period of years the 
navy would have had vessels that would 
have rendered better and more satisfac- 
tory service.for several years instead of 
for three or four months. 

With the creation of the special defense 
fund grand political ecramble that Is 
customary with us on such occasions 
promptly .began. That appropriation 
made it clear that neither congress nor 
the administration believed thet war 
could be avoided. * ’ 


_ Bolly in Use of Militia. | 

che United States had fought two wars 
with Great Britain, one with Mexico, 
and half a dozen with Indians. In all 
three of the foreign wars, and in every 
Indian war before 1860, reliance had been 
placed mainly upon the militia. In every 
case this had resulted in prolonging the 
war and increasing the expenditure of 
life and of money. There was no excep- 
tion. If ever experience had proved a 
case it had proved that one. Moreover, 
the Indian wars fought since 1860 had 
been handled entirely by the regular 
army, in all cases with promptness, thor- 
oughness, efficiency, and economy. 

Yet when war with Spain came on there 


Was not the least doubt in the mind of 


any well informed person in the country 
but that congress would again resort to 
the old procedure and place its main re- 
liance upon the militia. 


Politics Militia’s Bane. 

The militia has always been ineffective, 
chiefly for two reasons. The fret Is con- 
stitutional and is found in that provision 
of our great charter which resérves to 
the governors of the states the right to 
appoint the officers of the militia, even 
when the troops are to be called into the 
service of the nation. That provision has 
always made the militia a nest of politics 
and always will as long as it is retained. 
Certainly there needs be no further dem- 
onstration of the terrible damage to mili- 
tary efficiency always wrought by politi- 
cal interference. 

The history not only of the United 
States but of the world is full of cases 
that establish proof beyond the possibil- 
ity of cavil. However, familiarity with 
military history is one of the last and 
least of the qualifications of the average 
member of congress. And yet it ought to 
be an absolute prerequisite for men who 
are to legislate upon thé subject of high- 
est national importance, the national de- 
tense. 

Alti Lacks Discipline. 
The second reason for inefficiency in the 
militia js inherent in the organization it- 
self of the troops. Efficiency in soldier- 
ing is very rarely native born. It is the 
product of discipline and experience, and 
with us Americans discipline itself is the 
product of experience. Bravery, the mere 


, ability to march up to the guns and stand 


being shot at, is a common quality. And 
yet plenty of brave men flinch at the 
first flre. It is the training, the drill, the 
‘experience together that transform a 
thousand recruits from a mob into a reg- 
iment, and this the militla seldom have 
in sufficient degree. Yet our militia never 
have opportunity to secure this necessary 
experience. 

Our people and our legislators have al- 
ways recognized that fact, and almost 
never acted upon it. Coupled with the 
theory that a standing army is a menace 
there is another theory which we have 
professed as a nation and never followed. 
It is that the regular army, maintained 
as skeleton organization. in times of 
peace, shall be expanded into fighting 
size ng war. 

Our oratorical records, especially those 
of congress, are full of high flown refer- 
ences to the way in which we intend to 
and do expand our regular army when 
the need comes. But the fact is that we 
never have practiced true expansion ex- 
cept once, in the case of the Philippine 
insurrection. There wes a kind of hält 
way bluff. at it in the Spanish war, but 
that was all. The main reliance in the 
Spanish war, as on all other occasions 
in our history, was upon the militia. 


True Army Expansion. 


True expansion is practiced by reeruit- 


ing the trained companies of the regukrs 
up to a war maximum thet is materially 
larger than their peace strength. Thus 
the untrained men are put into the ranks 
shoulder to shoulder with men of exper- 

ence and training, and the effective fight- 
| ing, strength of the regiment is increased. 

But the United States, under the legis- 


lation of congress, has always expanded 


{ts army in times of war by adding to the 
trained units of the regulars a horde of 
utterly untrained and inexperienced sepa- 
rate units of militia, and the result hae 
been too often what it was at San Juan 
hill, where the regulars and one volun- 
teer regiment went ahead and a militia’ 
regiment lay down. in the road and hin- 


| 


dered the progress of those who were try- 
ing to get into the fight. 
“Dissolving Army” Dropped,. 

For the Spanish war, however, congress |. 
did make one distinct advance. .The rec- 
ords of military legislation are full of pro- 
visions for the enlistment of militia to 
serve for “three months after reaching 
the rendezvous.”’.or for six months from 
time of rendezvous. The result has al- 
ways been to create what Wachinston 
called his dissolving army.“ 

The father of his country protested 
mightily but in ‘vain against this prac- 
tice. The things hel said to the preal- 
dent of congress about it, and about the 
kind of armies the method provided were 
sufficient, one would think, to prevent 
any self-respecting congressman from 
ever again voting for that kind of a meas- 
ure. Always provided the congresiman 
knew what Washington said. Nowadays 
it ie hardly to be expected that many 
of them do know. 

Time and again in the en ie in the 
war of 1812 and in various Indian wars 
the generals in command have been ab- 
solutely robbed of the possibility of suc- 
cess through such a provision. Andrew 
Jackson got so angry about it that he en- 
tirely disregarded congress, in one In- 
dian war where he commanded, and en- 
listed a body of men on his own hook and 

concluded the war. 

It was probably the lesson of the etvn 
war that prevented congress from te- 
peating this error in 1898. At any rate, in 
the bill creating the volunteer army con 
gress provided that the men who joined it 


should be enlisted for two years. But it 
qualified that by adding that the men 


should be discharged when the pur- 
poses for which they were called into 
service shall have been accomplished, or 
on the conclusion of hostilities.“ : 
That provision threatened to cause no 
small trouble in the Philippines. Some of 
the militia regiments out there were in- 
clined to stand upon their right to be mus- 
tered out upon the conclusion of peace 
with Spain, despite the threatened and 
3 actual outbreak of the insurrec- 
But there was one regiment in the Phil- 
ippines, to its everlasting credit be it said, 
that did not stand on any such techni- 
cality. That was the First Tennessee. 
It had been ordered home for muster out 
and was actually aboard its transport 
about to sail when the Filipinos attempt- 
ed to clean out the town of Cebu, where 
the regiment had been stationed. At the 
sound of the guns the men swarmed off 
the transport and hurried into the fight 
It was not until the insurgents had been 
soundly thrashed that the regiment re- 
turned to the transport, having suffered 
several casualties. | 
The “Manhood Service“ Plan. 
The act creating the volunteer army for 
the Spanish war opens with a provision 
of the highest importance and deepest 
significance to the entire nation. It is 
That all able-bodied male citizens of the 
United States, and persons of foreign 
birth who shall have declared their in- 
tention to become citizens of the United 
States under and in pursuance of the laws 
thereof, between the ages of 18 and 45 
years, are hereby declared to constitute 
the national forces, and, with such excep- 
tions and under such conditions as may 


‘be prescribed by law, shall be liable to 


perform military duty * the service of the 
United States.” 

That is the plain ieee the odli- 
gation of manhood service, the ultimate 
foundation upon which the security of the 
nation rests. It was first enunciated for 
this country.in the army reorganization 
act of May 8, 1792, and thereafter was 
promptly forgotten until the stress of the 
civil war revived it for use in the draft. 
It is the declaration of the right of the 
nation to employ the draft—or conscrip- 
tion—if the necessity arises. © - 


Politics Kept Its Grip. 
Proceeding from that solid beginning 
the act of April 22, 1898, divided the land 
forces into the regular army and the vol- 
unteer army. In the volunteers army 
“all the regimental and company offi- 
cers” were to be appointed by the gov- 
ernors of their states, and when any mil- 


itia—or national guard—organization en- 


listed in a body it was to take its officers 
into the national service with it. The 
governor of any state might, with the 
consent of the president, appoint one reg- 
ular officer to be a field officer of a vol- 
unteer regiment, But there could be only 
one regular officer for any volunteer or- 
ganization! 

Thus the hold of politics upon the vol- 
unteer army was assured even before its 
creation, and congress was true to the 
political precedents in our military his- 
tory. Of course, congress denies this, 
and explains that this provision for the 

appointment of o rs by the governors 
is part of the national constitution. So 
it is, when the militia fs called into serv- 
ioe. 
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tution * — out of the | 
militia as state organizations. Tt! is well 
ee the power of congress “ to raise 
and support armies,” to create a body of 
national volunteers and get the same men 
now in the state militia, or better. And in 
such a body the selection of the officers 
would be in the hands of the president, the | 
commander in chief of the entire force.

No 
scheme can be devised; under our form 
of government, that will eliminate pol- 
ies entirely.

And the vicious element of reliance upon 
political pull with a governor to assist 
in avoiding full compliance with duty, or 
to evade discipline for failure or refusal 
to perform duty, would be practically 
removed, The feeling that the governor, 
who is a political friend, is the real chief, 
instead of the president—or the command- 
ing general who represents the presi- 
dent—is one of the greatest hindrances to 
discipline and efficiency in all our militia 
organizations when called into national 
service. 

Technically e nation did not employ 
tinction was only technical. The consti- 
tution provides that the militia may be 
called into the service of the nation only 
for the purposes of enforcing the laws, 
putting down insurrection, and repelling 
invasion. This precludes the use of mili- 
tia beyond the national porders, and there 
have been occasions in our history when 
patriotic governors of states refused to 
support the national administration, to 
which they were opposed politically, and 
forbade their militia to cross the border. 
In the war of 1812 there was no small di- 
culty of that kind. So the legislation of 
1898 did not provide for calling out the 
militia, as such, but it authorized the 
president to call out national volunteers, 
and provided that the state militia should 
be accepted as organized units whenever 
it chose to volunteer as such. Thus the 
devil was successfully whipped around 
the stump and the way was opened for 
the militia to serve beyond the border, the 
constitution to the contrary notwith- 
standinx. 

Immediately upon signing the act cre- 
ating the volunteer army the president 
issued his call for 125,000 volunteers, and 
the war department promptly notified 
the different states of their quotas under 
the call. It became apparent at once 
that the pfevyalent belief that the organ- 
ized militia—the national guard—of the 
different states would respond with prac- 
tical unanimity was not justified. It had 
deen the habit in congress and elsewhere 
to speak of the national guard as trained 
soldiers,” and it had been confidently ex- 
pected that these trained men would come 
into the national service almost unani- 
mously. That expectation, in fact, had its 
influence upon the framing of the law. 


| Guard Fails to Enlist. 
But no sooner was the call for volun- 


that many members of different guard 
regiments would not enlist in the na- 
tional service. And different regiments 
began to raise questions about coming 
into the federal service. Some of them 
sought to make conditions, and one wide- 
ly known organization never did get into 
the service. This was the crack New 
York Seventh, the regiment whose friends 
liked to compare it with the West Point 
Cadet corps. 

National guard officers were anxious 
as a rule, to go, and there was a scramble 
to have their organizations accepted as 
organizations. But so many of the en- 
listed men either did not care to go into 
the national service or were barred be- 
cause married, or for some other reason, 
that active recruiting became necessary 
to fill up the regiments to. acceptable | 
strength.

Veteran Societies Aine. 

Then there are all the veteran societies, 
which embrace not only men who have 
served in the German army, but also Ger- 
man-American citigene who have served 
under the flag of the United States There 
is hardly a single German sovereign who 
has not contributed money or other gifts 
to these veteran associations, while costly 
prizes have been given by the kaiser to 
the various Liederkranz societies and 
Turnvereins: in fact, to nearly every s0- 
clety that has been formed to foster in 
one way or another the unign of German- 
Americans. 

Indeed, the expenditure in the way of 
trophies and cups, in pieces of statuary, 
and in handsomely framed portraits of 
Emperor William, would have cut a deep 
hole into his privy purse had not their 
cost been to a great extent defrayed by the 
Pan-Germanic society, which under gov- 
ernment direction existe for the purpose 
of turning to the political interests of Ger- 
many, the votes possessed by men of Ger- 
man race beyond the sea, as voting 
citizens of the land of their adoption. 


Mixing in Politics. 
If all these societies were to restrict 
their activities to the objects mentioned 
in their articles of incorporation no ex- 
ception could be taken thereto. But from 
the moment that they turn their attention 
to political matters the situation becomes 
wholly different, especially if all those 
members who are entitled to ‘American 
franchise vote in obedience to common 
directors from Potadam and from Berlin. 

Three years ago Dr. Hexamer boasted 
that his German-American National 
bund, then already in existence and com- 
posed of a federation of German-Ameri- 
can societies, had on its roster nearly 
4,000,000. members of the Teuton race, 
each possessed of an American vote and 
, consequently a voice in the affaires of the 
American nation. 

In those daye the German-Americar 
National bund did. not embrace the Union 
of German-American Veterans with 
about 1,500,000 members. It would seem 
that they are now amalgamated into the 
National German-American league, 
formed the other day at Washington: 
and that would account for the 5,500,000 
votes which the league claims to consti- 
tute its voting strengt. 


Would Dictate to United States. 


Even as far back as in 1910-11 ard in the 
early part of 1012 the German-American 
National bund andthe German-American 
Veteran union mace no secret of their 
determination to prevent any policy on 
the part of the United States government 
that. wes friendly to Great Britain and 
consequently unfriendly to Germany. 

They declared that they would not 
dulden, that. is, tolerate, any such 
policy on the part of the Washington ad- 
ministration.

The government obtains its power to 
prosecute operators of “corners” in 
produce under the anti-trust acts. There 
are no federal laws prohibiting specula- 
tion or gambling in grain or other com- 
modities.

They knew nothing about 
ovariotomy with a pocketknife and a tin 
dipper, or any other operation ‘with im- 
provised equipment, They knew clean 
wounds, 


Directly the wounded began to arrive, 
they found themselves face to face with 
a new experience—gas bacillus infection, 
or gas gangrene. This arose from infec 
tion of the wounds by dirt. 

Some of it is due to the fact that it has 
been the custom to leave soiled dressings 
on the wounds for days. Moreof itis due 
to the fact that missiles have carried Girt 


into the wounds to an unheard of degree. 


They are treating these wounds by in- 
jecting peroxide of hydrogen into the 


wound and into the tissues around it. 


This type of infection is causing 
to treat wounds more openly. If dirt has 
been driven into the wound and its com- 
plete removal is not possible, it is better 
not to seal up the wound. Oozing will 
wash out some of the dirt. The gas bacil- 
lus will not develop in the presence of 
air. As the ditt is driven into many of 
the wounds where men fight in trenches, | 
the method of treating wounds is liabie| 
to veer away from wound sealing.

rounds. During this stretch of years the 
negro has won twenty-five contests by 


1 knockouts and twenty-seven by decisions. 


He also participated in twelve no-decision 
matches and seven draw bouts. In addi- 
tion, Johnson has won two battles as the 
result of his opponents’ fouls, lost one on 


three on adverse decisions by referees. 
Willard in his four years in the ring has 
met twenty-nine opponents, ‘these battles 
totaling 205 rounds. His records include 
seventeen victories by knockoutsand five 


one bout Jost on a foul. and two by being 
outpointed complete Willard’s ring fig- 
ures. According to these tabulations
